He  turn- 
ed in  a time  of  42  seconds  flat  for 
three  calves,  giving  him  an  aver- 
age of  14  seconds  per  calf  and 
earning  enough  points  to  capture 
the  world  title  for  the  year. 

His  fast  loop  did  much  to  lasso 
a fourth-place  trophy  for  the  BYU 
team  which  tied  down  420  points 
at  the  rodeo  at  the  Wyoming

points.

Instruction  Of  The  Blind 


There  is  a great  need  in  Utah 
of  teachers  capable  of  instructing 
the  blind  and  partially  seeing  stu- 
dents  enrolled  in  public  school 
classes. 

BYU  is  offering  a complete 
training  course  this  summer  to 
help  alleviate  this  situation. 

A part  of  the  BYU  year-round 
program  is  special  education,  the 
course  is  open  to  teachers  who 
are  already  certified  in  either  ele- 
mentary or  secondary  education. 

Courses  in  Braille,  pathology, 
problems,  and  practice  teaching 
have  been  included  in  the  Sum- 
mer School  program. 

Instructor  for  the  training 
classes  is  Mrs.  Ruth  H.  Craig, 
co-author  of  the  first  beginning 
reading  series  written  in  Braille. 
Mrs.  Craig  is  the  wife  of  BYU 
English  professor.  Marshal 
Craig,  she  has  studied  at  Hunter 
College  in  New  York  City  and  at 
Columbia  University’s  Teachers 
College. 

Teachers  enrolled  in  the  train- 
ing are  able  to  observe  and  par. 
ticipate  in  classes  for  blind  child- 
ren registered  ai  BYU’s  Labora- 
tory School.  Special  teacher  for 
the  laboratory  classes  is  Miss- 
Cornelia  Benton,  supervisor  of 
the  program  for  the  visually 
handicapped  in  Salt  Lake  Schools. 
Miss  Benton  received  her  B.S.  in 
education  from  the  University  of 
Utah  and  has  studied  at  San 
Francisco  State  College,  Univer- 
sity of  Wisconsin  and  University 
of  California  at  Los  Angeles.
